FORT DE FRANCE, Island, Jan, 2.—Gen- 


eral Matos, leader of the latest revolt against 


Venezuela, has sailed for that country with 
the avowed purpose of deposing President 
Castro. 

Matos sailed in the British steamer Ban 
Righ, which has been converted into a for- 
midable warship and rechristened the Liber- 
atador, The bridge, engines, boilers, and 
rudder of the ship have been protected by 
thick plates of steel. Many rapid fire guns 
and pieces of heavy marine artillery, all 
manned by Europeans, have been mounted. 

The steamer carries a cargo of 10,000 
Mauser rifies and 5,000,000 cartridges. On 
board are 300 volunteers, the nucleus of the 
revolutionary. army. Sloops and schooners 
with hundreds of more volunteers on board 
are expected to meet the Liberatador en 
route. 

A landing on the Venezuelan connt 15 ex- 
pected daily and hostilities will begin at once. 


| Manifesto from Matos. 3

The hardest work undertaken was 
rescue of the crew of the Emma C. Endicott. 


Take Out Biggest Boat. 
Captain Eldredge of the lifesavers said: 
When we saw those distress signals fly- 
ne we unloaded from our cart lifeboat 
used on ordinary occasions and bered up 
the biggest one. 

“The distressed craft was anchored so 
wide off that such a fearful sea wasrunning 
in that locality no ordinary boat could live, 
and I realized all the time that if I should | 
take the crew off of the vessel we could not 
get back to the beach without the aid of 
a tow boat. 

The vessel was in a deplorable condition, 
and the injured frozen and worn out men 
presented such à pitable appearance that 
we forgot all about our own tussle with the 
} storm in trying to reach them.“ 

Captain Rogers of the Endicott says they 
passed Chatham on Tuesday, and were car- 
ried ten miles north of the cape. About 10 
o'clock that night a gale struck them and 
broke the mainboom, thus tearing the main- 
sail into ribbons. The vessel was gradually 
stripped of saile and rigging until all hands 
became disheartened, and the pumps showed 
that the vessel was leaking badly. 
| Stay All Night on Ship. 

The vessel, although gradually sagging off 
shore, reached an anchorage under Chatham 
about daylight. . 

When we arrived on board,’*said Captain 
e, “one pump had become choked 
ger useless, but we soon gained on the water 
with the other two because the vessel did 
not strain.so badly when at anchor. , 

“I signaled for the tug Lackawanna to 
dome alongside, but the Captain said he had 
lost his own anchor and chain and had all

GIVES $ MILLION FOR A HOSPITAL. 


Sir Ernest Enables King Edward to Bs- 
tablish a Free Sanitarium for Tu- 
berculosis Patients. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—The British Medical 
Journal announces that $1,000,000 has been 
placed at the disposal of King Edward for 
charitable or utilitarian purposes by a 
philanthropist who does not wish to have 
his name published. 

It is well understood, however, that the 
money was given by Sir Ernest Cassel, a 
merchant and financier, who was*prominent 
in Egyptian finance, and who was made a 
Knight Commander of St. Michael and St. 
George for his services in that field. 

The money will be devoted to the erection 
of a sanitarium for tuberculosis patients in 
England. This institution will accommo- 
date fifty male and the same number of 
female patients. Twelve of the beds will 
be reserved for wealthy patients who are 
able to pay for treatment. The other eighty- 
eight will be for poor persons, who will be 
expected to contribute a small amount. 

The King has approved of an expenditure 
of $4,000 out of this fund in prizes for the 
best essay and plans for a model sanitarium.

It has been only 
some nine months since he last played here, 
and yet listening to him last evening left the 
impression that during thie brief period he 
has made marked progress in his art. 

There have been a maturing and a rounding 
out of his powers in this comparatively short 
time that justify indulgence in prediction of 
a future of almost unlimited greatness for 
the young pianist. Poise and repose, such 
as abundant self-confidence give, his work 

last year, but to these essentials 
have now been added a seriousness and an 
artistic dignity that were then lacking. He 
is no longer merely a player of the piano—he 
is an artist, an artist by virtue of gifts 
beautiful enough to be styled divine; an 
artist not so great today as it is believed he 
will be in a few years, but an artist never- 
theless. 

The shortcomings discoverable 2 his work 
at the present time are those which only 
experience and years can remove—they are 
the lack of that deep emotional strength 
and that broad intellectual grasp which can 
come in their fullness only with life’s com- 
plete maturing.

BEST ALL-ROUND PLAYER.

Eugene Carter, better known as “ Gene,“ 
died at his home, 667 Wells street, yesterday, 
of pneumonia, after an illness of several 
weeks. Carter was stricken with sciatic 
rheumatism about six months ago and a few 
months later caught a severe cold, which 
eettied on his lungs. | 

He has been confined to his home since 
September, and the hemorrhages which be- 
gan then ended in his death. Arrangements

Even if they were 
prompted and for a time sustained by such 
conditions, yet if they have led to a general 
and hazardous speculation which has ex- 
tended enterprise and credit far beyond their 
just limits, our forecast of the future must be 
onè of hesitation and extreme caution. But 
while in some instances there have been and 
are evidences in high places of rashnese and 
of extravagant hopes and aims, the general 
tenor of the business of the country seems 
to me to be marked by a soundness and 
sobriety which deserve confidence and jus- 
tify strong hopes for the coming years. 


Should Hold Present | 
“2. Whether the hold which this country 
has recently gained upon the trade of the 
world can be maintained and strengthened 
depends upon many contingencies, some of 
which can only be determined by time. The 
bounty of nature in our crops and in those 
of other nations must be a large element in 
the decision. Almost as uncertain is the 
course of legislation upon tariffs and other 
measures restricting commerce. The natur- 
al development of social and eeonomic forces 
tends to make this country a more and more 
important source of supply, not only for the 
world's food and elothing, but for its finished 
manufactures in the arts. There seems no 
reason to anticipate a serious reverse in this 
development, so long as the purchasing pow- 
er of our customers continues to grow. 


Interior Trade Will Grow. 


“8. Present indications are that the in- 
terior trade of the country will be larger and 
more active in the year 1902 than ever before. 

There is probably no barometer which can be 
more safely trusted in forecasting the gen- 
eral condition of the nation in its aggregate 
industries and trade than the business of life 
insurance, and while the growth of this in- 
terest in the Unitted States has been marked 
and rapid in recent years, it has been char- 
acterized by a regularity and steadiness and 
a freedom from violent fluctuations and from 
speculative movements which promise well 
for its permanent character. I think it may 
fairly be said that in a considerable measure 
the sage and sober spirit which prevails more 
and more in life insurance characterizes also 
the greater part of the business of the coun- 


Capital to Invest Plentiful. 


“4. The exact force of your forth ques- 
tion is not clear to me. By the term H- 
quidation" you seem to mean the distribu- 
tion of large masses of securities or prop- 
erty held solely for speculation, by forced 
or voluntary sales. If so, this process is 
always going on in a normal condition of. 
the markets, such accumulations or hold- 
ings being continually made and again 
scattered by particular masses of specu- 
lative or investing capital. But there seems 
little reason to believe that large aggrega- 
tions of such holdings, made merely to sell 
again, are so characteristic of the present 
time, and on 80 vast a scale as to necessi- 
tate an early and general movement of dis- 
tribution. It would seem, from surfate in- 
dications, that quite as much capital is 
just now awaiting opportunity for invest- 
ment as that represented by overinvest- 
ments, and eager for a market. 


Encouraging Factors Are Many. 

“5. To my mind, the most encouraging 
factors making for the continued industrial 
prosperity of the United States are simply 
those which are obvious and familiar to 
‘every thoughtful observer: the natural 
wealth of our soil and our mines, the phys- 
ical energy p by our climate, our

WALL STREET MARKET STRONG 
AND ACTIVE. 


High Call Loan Rate Does Not Prevent 
‘Purchases and Substantial Interests 
Take Hold of Certain Issues—Feel- 
ing of Relief Over Northern Pacific 
Matter—Dealings for Day Exceed 
1,000,000 Shares and Indicate Ma- 


A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—({Special.]—The 
opening of the new year on the Stock Ex- 
change was marked by a strong and active 
market for sécurities of all kinds. 

Although the ruling rate for money on call 
was 8 per cent, that circumstance did not 
prevent considerable purchases of stocks 
through commission houses. At the same 
time it was apparent that substantial inter- 
ests have begun to take hold of various 
stocks. 

There was a feeling of relief that the re- 
tirement of Northern Pacific preferred and 
the vesting of the control of that company 
and of the Great Northern railway company 
in the Northern Securities company had 
finally been accomplished. It is learned that 
practically all the original $80,000,000 North- 
ern Pacific common stock had been turned 
over to the Northern Securities company, 
together with a large part of the new stock 
issued in exchange for convertible bonds. 
The only market movement specifically 
traceable to this transaction was the un-

usual activity in Northern Securities at an 


advance of 2 points to 104%.

The dealings in stocks were in excess of a 


million shares, and the distribution was such 
as to indicate a material broadening of in- 
terest, both in the railway and the industrial 
lists.
